THE REI9N OF TERROR, 


Oiaolnnati'B Fearful Riot Probably 


pA arfEnd, 


The Dead and Wounded .Number 


Two Hundred, 


Few Added to thd List Yesterday— 


Summary of the Affair, 


Sacday In Cincinnati, 


CINCIHSATI, March 80.—To day the gravl- 


ty of the situation Is Impressed on every one. 
Kverywhere Ike greatest solemnity prevails. 
The appalling loss of property and the fright 
ful destruction of H(n brings the people to a 
reall/atlon of the awful calamity. If any- 
thing could Intensify the honest Indignation 


, which was directed against the first cause of 


this outbreak, the revelation of this morning 
does It, There was a notable absence of mere 
curiosity seekers nocking to the scene to day. 
The place seemed to be regarded with, dread, 
«nd at noon, even when the weather was de- 
lightfully pleasant, there was cot so much 
travel on the streets in that vicinity as Is 
usual on ordinary SundavK. It la true that 
Colonel Hawkins has extended hi! lines by 
barricading all the streets leading to the court 
house for a distance of a square. Beep feel- 
Ing against the militia was manifested all the 
time.' Every now and then, during the fore- 
noon, stones -were Uirown at them whenever 
an opportunity offered. This became so 
annojlng that, so far as practicable, the police 
were placed next to the people. Epithets 
were shouted and threats we're not wanting. 
"Walt tllljo-nlgbt, wait till we get good and 
drunk, and we'll hoist jou blue-coated men 
from behind your barrels!' were among the 
things that were said. 


At 8 o'clock Fred Smallz-t, a bartender at 


the Queen City hotel, who had been «mgng 
the crowd that was annoying the militia at 
the bridge over lire the canal on Main street, 
began to advance beyond the limit. Asotdler 
warned him to stop, but he refused, and the 
soldier flred. The man fell d -4,

He spent the whole night In 
his office, »»d at points where he could do the 
most good. To-day he Id In great danger of a 
relapoe, but IrU plans have i»Ven shape. The 
virtual control «f both the civil and militia Is 
In the b«nds of eminent citizens, with Gen- 
eral 8. D. Cox as their leading adviser. This 
mornlnc the mayor Issued a foibial call for a 
inwtfng of citizens, to devise morns for plo- 
tectlng the city from the ravages of the mob. 
A list of 100 names was selected, and the 
majority ot them were notified at oner, the 
grower number of whom responded to tbecall 
Immediately. 


Over SCO of the most prominent business 


men of the city met at 7 p. m.. In the council 
chamber of the City building. 
Mayor 


Stephen*, who Fas presiding, briefly stated 
what had bt*=< done to protect the city, and 
asked It It met with their approval. Rr Gov- 
ernor J. I>. Qoxvnd General Andrew Hlcken- 
looper we><) i-iong the speakers. 
The 


general McUmeDt WBS Ic favor of upholding 
the mayor «nd the adjutant general in this 
matter. After eipiOfcluf? their confidence in 
the management of affairs, the committee ad- 
journed to meet at» o'clock In the morning; 


This morning toe Thirteenth regiment, un- 


der command of Colonel F. Finn), with the 
unattached oecond troop of cavalry, the Scott 
dragoon;, of HlUsboio, aiilyed. In the even- 
Ing the Seventeenth icgtment came In from 
Cojhocton, and were" inarched to the City 
park. Besides thooc, there are en route, and 
to aiilve to-night, one section of the Fifth 
battery, from Dayton, (he Eleventh battery, 
from Cleveland, and the Third regiment, 
from CovlDgton, Ohio. This makes In «n six 
leglments, with two lotteries and one troop 
of cavalry, to come dm lop the night. 


About 8 o'clock to-night while the regiment 


from Columbus was guarding the Court street 
appioKh, It was fiied Into by one of Uie •mob 
from an alley, between Main and Walnut 
streets, on Court street. The troops answered 
the c-hMienge by a few shots which were fol- 
lowed by a volley and several shots from the 
Galling gun, which.-Is stationed there. The 
number of Injured, at this hour, c«nnot be as- 
certained. The firing Is now continuing at 
Intervals In all directions. It Is the purpose 
of the mllltla to clear the streets. One volley, 
which was tired down Main street, wounded, 
among others, Mr. Brinks Swift, a prominent 
potk packer, who was standing at the corner 
of Seventh and Mala streets, Ihreo squares 
from the court house, In conversation with* 
friend, lie was struck, and most seriously 
wounded.

mob have taken pouatslon of tbe roofs of tbe 
bouics In the vicinity of Court wxt Walnut 
streets and are flrinn down upon the mllltla, 
who are in line in front of the court bouse. 
Tba ciowd )'" almost entirely fallen b*<* 
from Court stieci, leaving tbe street ck»r to 
Vine. Two mm „„,<! mrled Into Uie dreg 
•tore at Court and Walnut strttts seriously, 
It not mortally, wounded, It Is very evi- 
dent tfit the l--kbooe of the mob Is broken. 


The Uo men who wer» last wounded, and 


Who were taken Into Kinzbach's drug store, 
at Court and Walnut street*, w«itt Eroll 
Pfelser, a tailor, who rooms above the Yolks 
blatt offlc*. who waa shot whllt eroding the 
»U«it on hl« way home, and William Cooper, 
of New Richmond, Ohio, aged SI, who was 
shot while on his way to take a boat forborne 
from the theater. 


The military seem to be entirely demoral- 


Tbe Galling gun In Courl 
sUcet, In charge of Companlea A «"d Bof 
the Fourteenth regiment, from Columbus, Is 
being used.

Undoubtedly tbe rsu-sureof this l»ige fvf w 


has brought the fearful riot to an end. The 
wildest commnrj|sUe«i that It would be felly 
to attempt to cope with this »it-t power of 
tbe state. Worn as tbey have boca, the police 
are quickly itsumlng their control of the 
streets, and are breaking up, wbrrever found, 
Uie little b*ids of marauding thieves. 


At 2 a. m. the police report that everybody 


is going home, and tbe city la perfectly quiet 
Among the men -who are In J«» for participat- 
ing la the riot Is "Peggf " Waueii, a member 
of Uie last legislature of Ohio. lie Is said to 
have been among the most active In counsel- 
ing the robbing of tbe gun stores. 


One-bait of the mllltla on guard at the jail 


has bocn reduced, «"d since tbe firing at 8 p. 
m. no one has beep shot. The volleys since 
that time have bc«n merely blank, to cl»-r tbe 
streets. It has been asctutalned that at the 
8 p. m. firing no one was killed, but three 
persons were nuunded— the two men, PMx 
«nd Cooper, rationed previously, and one 
m*n whose name n*9Dot reported.

o'clock were merciful after all, as they Deem

Behind them stand mllltla 
with guns and fixed bayonets everywhere 
bristling. The police have been sent away to 
tbelr regular posts and are obtaining some 
Kst, though the general feeling is that there 
will 61 no further outbreak.

President Lovejoy 
burned, an order directed to all general agents 
ot the road to hereafter make their reports to 
other official beadn. Who the successors will 
3e Is not known nor c»n tbe Information be 
obtained to night from any source. President 
Lovejoy positively refused to see any report- 
io. General Manager Dodge Is now on bis 
return from a visit to Salt Lake. JIcMutUle 
Is In Chicago and Woodward claims to know 
nothing about the matter, not yet having re- 
ceived the president's order. Col. Dodge Is 
said to have telegraphed that he did not con- 
sider Lovejoy had the authority to discharge 
him and be therefore would not hood the com- 
mand. It Is geneUlly considered that Super- 
intendent Kicker will be tbe man designated 
by Piesldent Lovejoy to s'nccood Manager 
Dodge, It was supposed that when Elcker 
waa ms/ie superintendent to aucc«d Cable 
the appointment was made with •" object in 
view.

No track of any 
domestic inimal except the dog was found 
It Is clear that the mouods were tbe work ot 
men lu some remote period, that tbe mound!

by lh» shells oj tbe outer surface. The fact 
is, and tbls mound proves It, lhac at a ver; 
early period this section of our coun'ry was 
Inhabited by a rude race, and tbat ft great 
Inro&d of the ocean swept them away.

So the testimony of science In Kfc«rd 
to aebobolle liquors is an acorutlon ot time In 
favor of prohibition. It furnishes us >n 
eminence upon which we may »nd and 
claim «oa advoute tot»l abstinence. So the 
very character ot our populatlen Itself makes 
prohibltloo a ne«--JsIty, and there are fa«ny 


- men of tar, lonitlgntednw who tee tbat tbe 


prosperity and safety of this nation are 
endangered to a great degiob It this evil Is not 
removed, This is also at> acctctfon ot time. 
Tbe development of any truth helps the peo- 
ple; so any seeker after a truth when be ha* 
found It Is sure to spread It This is proven 
iu this question of temperance, As soon as 
the truth of prohibition is developed It helps 
tbe community or nation In which It Is devel- 
oped, and when any man especially a scientist 
has found tbat alclioilc liquors are an Injury 
to mankind be la sure to spread it, and thus 
help hununlty. 


In the second place the mistakes and blan- 
der) of mut and the brutality of the rabble 
have aided the cause of. temperance. The 
bluest mistake which Is helping prohibition 
Is the plea of high license. I think that this 
plea Is one of tbe biggest mistakes and blun- 
ders of onr times. This plea for high license 
Is advocated and supported by good men who 
are trying to do the right thin*. Mnst of 
these men don't believe In hlghJHcense, only 
as a step towards prohibition. It Is not tho 
nuceess of high license, but Its failure which 
Is causing tbe success ot prohibition. Men, 
when they see that high llemne N a failure, 
begin to advocate prohibition. The brutality 
of the rabble Is al»o serving the cause of tem- 
perance. Look at the conditions ot society 
as they eilat to-day. Sae the corr»ption of 
out municipal politics, our state politics, and 
our national politics. 
Soon the tide will 


bcRln to turn, tbe rabblo by their brutality, 
by the oflensiveness ot their demands, and by 
the rudeness of their claims, will serve the 
cause of temperance.

about action »nd reaction. Tneysay that this 
thing will be made right ot Its own accord. 
But while It Is being made right your hus- 
bands, your brothers, aad your ohiidiou ui«> : 
be lost by this soul-destroying evil. 


In the third place, how do tbe necessities

B-- 
foretlie adoption of the constitution by the 
United States there were two*i«at ideas In 
tile nation of what the union should be.

Others said that 
It should be a union of soverel«u states. 
When the constitution was adopted' etoh 
party claimed tbat It was ah embodlflcatlon 
Of their Ideas and tbo question, Is this a 
union of elates or a union of the people of 
the states, caused tho civil (Tar.
